The Reverend James Caldwell chapter, D.A.R. is 
-named in honor of a Revolutionary minister of the old First. 
Presbyterian Church, at the corner of Caldwell Place end 
Broad street, in the city of Elizabeth,. New Jersey. This 
minister was known es the "Fighting Parson," The British 
soldiers had surrounded the church; the Colonists had ; 
exhausted their supply of ammunition. In desperation, Rev. 
Caldwell is said to have torn up his hymn and psalm-books 
and to have passed them to his soldiers to be used as © 
wadding in their guns, crying, "Let them have it, Boys." 

“Reverend Caldwell was born in 1734, and his wife in 
1732. They were married in 1762, and their bodies lie 
puried side by side in the old cemetery which surrounds 
the chureh where they served. In 1846 a suitable monument 
was erected to their memory, The stone has weathered 
padly. during these ninety-nine years, so the inscriptions 
_are barely legible, but read in part as follows:

& John" of 400 tons burden. 
1650, their good ship came to anchor on the New England 
coast, After landing at Nantasket they obtained a boat 
and proceeded up Charles river and began a settlement 
which they named Dorchester, The forethought and pro- 
vision for the sustenance of such @ company in the new 
world had been very deficient, hence much suffering 
followed, :

A company of seventy, of all ages and both sex, 
now set out in search, intending doubtless to winter on 
board the tanmek Shelterless and scantily supplied with 
food, they toiled ps att S after day, through snows and _ 
storms, hoping at ever turn of the stream to discover the. 
wished for relief. Who can picture the sufferings of that 
painful march, or their inexpressible disappointment as 
they approached the Bea, in not finding the vessel for 
which they were so anxiously looking. But God, in whom 
they trusted, was not unmindful of His suffering ones. A 
small vessel, the Rebecca, of sixty tons, which had 
attempted to ascend the river, to trade, before the winter 
set in, had become entangled in the ice, twenty miles Ags 
from the river's mouth, Fortunately, a storm of rain came, 
which, though it drenched the sufferers, released the 
vessel, which came to their relief, and in five days they 
reached Boston, The few who remained in Conn, through 
this fearful winter, suffered much, as did their cattle 
also, from insufficiency of both food and shelter, They 
literally lived on acorns, malt, and grains, with what | 
food they could gain by hunting, and such as was given 
them by the Indians.

court of Massachusetts, "to several persons to govern

posures of the previous winter, agein turned undauntedly 
their footsteps towards Connecticut, They comprised the 
largest part of the Dorchester church, with their 
surviving pastor, Mr. Warham, Their settlement, at 
Matianuck, was named Dorchester, which they retained 
until 1650 when it was changed to Windsor. 7

his companions from Cambridge, Wase., who settled at

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DEATH OF EX-MAYOR T. Me ALLY 

The Hon, Timothy ii, Allyn is dead, His death 
occurred, somewhat unexpectedly to his friends and the 
public, at his residence on Trumbull street, next to the 
Allyn House, last evening, August 24, Mr. Allyn was 82 
years of age. His birth took place in an ancient frame 
house, which is still standing in a delapidated condition 
on the west side of the street on the Hartford and Windsor 
boundary line, in the year 1800. He had kept his health 
and vigor, and maintained much of his customary activity, 
until within a week or two before his death, Eis 
commanding figure wes for many years a femiliar sight to 
Hartford people, as he rode through the streets on his 
showy charger,. His active and liberal interest in things 
that tended to aid the prosperity of Hertford, and the 
welfare of those in need of help or verdrm, was e marked 
trait of ir. Allyn throughout ¢11 his later years. His 
prominent pert in city end business affairs was shown in 
the fact of the many important and responsible director- 
ships that he held, in business end financial institu- 
tions, and in his election as Mayor of the city. 

Mr. Allyn first tried his fortune, as a young man, 
in what was then "the west", Having eccumulated a little 
capital he went {inl827) into business in New York, asa 
_wholesele dry-goods treder, returning, three years later, 
to Hartrord. Here he went into partnership with his 
brother, Job Allyn, opening a wholesale dry-goods and 
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comission house on the north side of Asylum street, 
between Main and Trumbull, The financial stringency follow- 
ing the "bank" panic in '34 led the house to compronise 
with its creditors for 33 1/3 cents on the dollar, and the 
firm then went on prosperously until the ear crash of '37, 
That forced them to make another settlement, this time at | 
66 2/3 cents,--every dollar of indebtedness being paid on 
those terms, The house prospered, and T.uM.Allyn became, 
five years later, the sole member of the firm, In 1848 he 
retired from the business with a handsonue fortune; but he 
subsequently became a member of the Asylum street house of 
' Spencer, White & Co. His ingestments were largely in 
insurance and bank stocks, and in real estate. He was one 
of the. originators of the Hartford Carpet company in the 
shape which that prosperous. concern assumed, when, under his 
segacious lead, with others, it was bought from lir, Thompson 
and the original owners, at Thompsonville, He became the 
president of the compamy. Its stock became {and is) very 
Valuable, and Ur, Allyn found it a2 profitable investzent. 
He must have died worth upwards of $1,000,660. | 
He built the Allyn House, the most prominent of the 
Kertford hetels, some years before the war-= adding the 
beautiful end spacious public hall, known as Allyn Hall, 
a little later, The fine freestone building known as the 
Charter Oak Bank buiidine, on the corner east of and | 
opposite the Allyn House, was built by him about that time, 
The location of his lots and buildings on those 
corners of Trumbull and Asylum streets showed his good 
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jucgement es to the tendency of business and the rise of 
values as lorg aro as 1850 or thereabovts, The Allyn House 
corner he bought of the estate of George Goodwin, a well 
: | known old Eartford printer and newspaper publisher, whose 
death had occurred only a few years previous. Ure Allyn 
always abetecd to make that the central point of the city, 
end scught at one time to get the Post Office located in: 
that neighborhood. He offered $40,000 to the Young Men's 
Institute (now the Hartford Library), on condition that 
it would take the name of the Allyn Library Association, 
and take the Allyn Eall building for its location, The 
offer was not taken, 
He was in '43 a representative of Hartford in the 
legislature, Later, he was an alderman, and a member 
of the board of Water Commissioners at one time, 
In 1658 he was elected mayor-<- which effice he 
held with credit, till 1860, In '64 he was elected 
Major of the Putnam Phalanx, 


In his early life a democrat, Lr, Allyn became a 
rerublicans; but he was never very active or prominent 
in politics, His chief distinction was in business 


circles, He was a director in the Connecticut 


Industrial School for Girls, at Middletown, to which 
he gave $10,000 at one time, and one of its chief 
Muildings is named the Allyn Home. He was also a 
Girector in the Hartford Carpet Company, the 
Connecticut Western Railroad Company, the Hartford 


Steam Company, the Connecticut Fire Insurance 
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Company, the Security Company, the Spring Crove Cemetery, 
and the Connecticut School ef Design, 

Hr, Allyn wes during the last thirty years of his 
life a Spiritualist, During the continuance of the 
peautiful Unitarian church (the Rev. Hr. Hinckley) on 
the corner was occupied by the Charter Oak Bank, he was 
ean attendant, and we believe a member of that church; 
and he was instrumental in getting the building removed, 
e couple of years before the war, to make room for the 
Bank building. The church, a very symmetrical building 
of freestone, was carefully teken down and the stones 
used, £S nearly as possible in the seme relative 
positions, in the construction of the existirg elegant 
Trinity church, on Sigourney street, which very closely 
resembles the old one. . | 

‘ It is a singular circumstance that Ur, Allyn cied 
just as his latest work, the beautiful grenite 
mausoleum known as the Allyn Chapel in Spring Grove 
Cemetery, was finished. The completing figures, the 
five marble statues just below the base of the dome, 
had just been placed in position, and the iot had 
just been graded and made an attractive part of that 
interesting feature of the grounds, when the pro- |

group, but he helped organize other churches around 
Bloomington, He became what was known in those days as a2 
circuit rider, going to these places on horseback, Very often 
his wife would accompany him on these trips, both of them 
riding the same horse, ; 
During his services as preacher in Bloomington, John 
Henderson wes ordained, His ordination papers are at this 
time retained by his granddaughter, Mrs. Richard Allyn, 
Modesto, Ill.,--..- His credentials read as follows :*
